State Superintendent Bralley Writes Interest­ 


ing Letter About Doties of Superintendents

Austin, Texas, March I, 1911. 
To the County Superintendent: 
The public schools of the state 
should be adequately equipped with 
apparatus, and every facility for im­ 
proving and vitalizing the instruction 
Of the children in the schools should, 
if possible, be provided. 
However, 
in the purchases of apparatus and 
furniture, including maps, charts, 
globes, school 
desks, blackboard 
material, and other necessary sup­ 
plies, the law should be scrupulously 
observed, and 
ordinary 
business 
Judgement and precaution should ob­ 
tain. 
There are only three purposes for 
which the state and county available 
school funds can be legally expended: 
(I) superintendents’ 
salaries; 
(2) 
teachers’ salaries; (3) remuneration 
for taking the scholastic census. 
The local school funds may be 
used for the three purposes for which 
the state and county available school 
funds can be used, and for the follow­ 
ing additional purpose; purchasing 
ippliances; insuring school property; 
paying janitors and other employees; 
buying school site|| buying, building, 
mux 
repairing and renting school houses; 
and for such other purposes as in the 
judgement of the board of trustees 
are necessary in the conduct of the 
schools. 
In cases where the state available 
school fund is sufficient to maintain 
the schools of a district for eight 
months and leave a surplus, said sur­ 
plus may be expended for the pur­ 
poses for which the local funds can 
be expended. 
All accounts and vouchers against 
the school funds of a rural district 
must be approved b y the county 
superintendent before payment, and 
no deficiency can be authorized by 


law, or 
by contract, against 
the 
funds of a school district to be paid 
out of the funds of succeeding years, 
except by the insurance of 
bonds, 
wi^ich must be approved by the 
At- 
corney-general and registered by the 
Comptroller of the state. 
Boards of school trustees should 
not 
purchase 
apparatus, 
school 
furniture, and supplies without first 
consulting the county superintendent 
and fully satisfying themselves of the 
necessity of the purchase and of the 
reasonableness of the prices asked; 
and the county superintendent should 
not approve contracts for such school 
furnishings until he fully satisfies him 
self that no extortion in prices, and 
no fraud in utility and quality are 
practiced. Competitive prices on all 
such purchases should be required, 
and no warrants should be issued by 
boards of trustees, nor approved by 
the county superintendent until the 
goods are delivered and arJ found 
upon careful examination to be as 
represented. 
The county superintendent has a 
hotter opportunity of informing him­ 
self on the prices of necessary school 
supplies 
and furniture than most 
trustees, and he should regard it as 
his duty to make thorough investiga­ 
tion of every such pun&ase by the 
boards of trustees before consummat­ 
ing it. The county superintendent is 
hereby instructed to require, with re­ 
spect to the purchase of school sup 
plies and all other^school business, a 
faithful compliance with the law, and 
it is respectfully suggested that he 
use hts authority in safe-guarding 
the expendure of the school funds and 
in protecting boards of school trus­ 
tees from the misrepresentations and 
fraud of unscrupulous agents.

Th ay Lead th* Four H undred In Now 
York, Chicago and Philadelphia. 
The new Locater of the Social Reg­ 
ister, just issued, contains an inter­ 
esting study of names as they are 
given in the various Four Hundreds of 
the cities which have been listed. The 
Locater, 
which covers 
twenty-nine 
cities, contains the names of 95,54$ 
persons. Of these 50,752 ar© grouped 
as Mr. and Mrs. ana 44,890 appear as 
single. 
In New York’s Four Hundred the 
Smiths lead, there being 166 in the 
aristocratic inclosure. The Browns 
come next with 143, the Clarks third 
with ninety-one. 
Although less nu­ 
merous, the Livingstons, with fifty- 
eight, are still typically of the me­ 
tropolis. there being only four Living­ 
stons outside New York. three are In 
St. Paul, and one is in Cincinnati. In 
Washington the name of Davis comes 
first with twenty-three, and the Har­ 
risons, Parkers und Smiths are sec 
ond, with twenty-two There are twen- 
ty-one Johnsons. In Philadelphia there 
are 137 Smiths, ninety-two Morrises 
and eighty-nine Biddles. 
In Chicago the Bmtths are also in 
the lead. There they.numleer fifty five 
as against the thirty: five Adamses, the 
twenty-aix Walkers and the twenty- 
five Masons. Boston, however, might­ 
ily reduces the general average of the 
Smiths, the Locater enumerating only 
five of that name who abide in the 
Back Bay region of the Hub. In the 
Boston list the Coolidge© lead with 
thirty eight, followed by the Peabodys 
and Putnams, thirty five each. Prov­ 
idence has thirty-one Aldricbes and 
twenty-two Arnolds. 
St Louis has 
such old family names as the Ga- 
resches 
and 
Cabannes. 
Cincinnati 
leads with its Anderson, St. Paul with 
Hills and Minneapolis with Wash­ 
burns. 
In San Francisco there are 
twenty-eight Adamses, and Baltimore 
abounds in Williamses and Jenkinses.
